The proposed tunnel will bu forty- 


one miles in length, under one of the 
swiftest and roughest sea channels in 
Enrope. 
Experiments made show 


that the entire bed of the strait is 
composed of chalk, that it can be 
completed in eight or ten years. But 
how Is it to be ventilated while in 
progress of construction? After the 
workmen have bored say ten miles, 
at either end, how are they to obtain 
fresh air? A hole bored ten miles 
into the earth or chalk rock must be 
filled with an unhealthy atmosphere, 
and possibly with deadly gases. The 
plan for ventilation after the tunnel 
is completed is this: two parallel 
chambers are proposed, aud it is tht- 
judgment of eminent civil engineers 
that railway trains running only in 
one direction will cause an ample 
current of air. 
But this can only b? 


proved by trial. As to drainage, i\e 
rend of no suggested plan, although 
it is impossible to believe that a 
forty mile tunnel under the sea can 
be wholly dry. 


Should this great tunnel be a sun- 


cess, its commercial importance tn 
all Europe cannot be overestimated. 
English railways would tiiun countx: 
with those of the C.mtiiiuut, aud tho 
steam horse could run a mighty race 
from Louilon to Constantinople and 
St. Petersburg. Aud if this pioneer 
sea tunnel proves to be what its en- 
gineering projectors promise, how 
long will it ba before a railway tun- 
nel under the Atlantic will conuect 
the Old World with the New? Sea-

swering objections made to the prac- 
tical work of the silver scheme. 


SILVER JtiEETEXG IN NEW YORK. 


Cooper's Institute was jammed 


Friday night at the meeting of those 
in favor of the re monetizing of silver. 
Charles W. Colgate, banker, was 
appointed Chairman 
and 
Marcus 


Hanlon, President of the Working- 
men's league, Secretary. After the 
reading of a paper on the question 
by the Chairman the following reso- 
lutions were read and passed: 


Resohed, That the citizens of New 


York here assembled in mass meet- 
ing without distinction 
of party, 


earnestly deaire and demand the pas- 
sage of the measure now pending in 
the Senate to restore silver to its 
legitimate position, which it had sus- 
tained from the foundation of the 
Republic up to the year 1873, and 
that we urge the majority of the 
Senate known to be favorable to the 
principle to bring it to a vote at the 
earliest moment. 


Resolved, That it is the judgment 


of this assemblage that the reooinage 
of the silver dollar and its restora- 
tion to its due rank as money will 
approximate its vulue to an equality 
with gold, 
besides enabling 
the 


American people to make immediate 
use of one of the most valuable pro- 
ducts with which Providence has 
blessed our country. 


Resolced,_ That iu as much as Con- 


gress did, in 1809, pledge its faith 
that the bonds of the Federal Gov- 
ernment should bo paid in coin, and 
inasmuch as silver dollar was lawful 
coin of the Government- at the time 


i of said pledge, it is therefore honest 
and equitable to pay the 
bonds 


either in silver dollars or iu gold, 
and that it is unwise as well as un- 
just for the managers of national 
banks; and other money-lending cor- 
porations holding Government bonds 
to clamor for their payment exclu- 
sively iu gold. 


Resnlrcd, That the False pretense 


of gold builionists that the reeoiuage 
of silver as unlimited legal tender 
will lessen the wages of labor is un- 
true and an insult to tho intelligence 
of the industrial and 
producing

MONGOLIAN IMMIGRATION. 


Sabsbrtial Progress of the Anti-Chinese Move-
